Japs Return Port Taken 
from Germans. 


TSINGTAO, Shantung, Dec. 10.— 
[By the Associated ‘Press, }+—The terri- 
tory of Kiau-Chau was restored to 
China at noon today with striking 
lack of ceremony. The Chinese flag 
for the first time in twenty-four years 
was raised over the administration 
building, which had been used by the 
Germans and later by the. Japanese 
who seized the territory during the 
world war. The territory was returned 
in accérdance with the Shantung agree- 
ment, reached by the Harding naval 
limitation conference in. Washingtons
